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ELLIE TELLS OF AMAZING’ TWO DAYS AFTER SHE MEETS THE QUEEN 



PARALYMPIC star Ellie Simmonds spoke 
of her ‘amazing’ two days after she met 
the Queen during jubilant celebrations to 
mark Team GB’s success at Rio 2016. The 
Aldridge-born swimmer joined 400 compet¬ 
itors for a reception in London as part of 
an aptly-named Heroes Return celebration. 

The 21-year old-said: “It has been an 
amazing two days - the whole thing was ab¬ 
solutely incredible. On Monday in Manches¬ 
ter we were on a parade truck and having 
celebrations in the evening. 

“And the next day we were in London and 
had celebrations in Trafalgar Square where 
we met the Queen, Prince Harry and the 
Royals. I’ve only been back from the games 
for a few weeks and haven’t had much time 


to chill out. But I’ve been enjoying all the 
opportunities I’ve had since coming back. 

“I’m just having a break now, going on 
holiday next month and then I’ll get back in 
the pool afterwards,” she said. 

London Mayor Sadiq Khan went on to 
pour deserved adulation on the athletes 
calling them superheroes. 

In this summer’s Olympics Team GB se¬ 
cured 67 medals, including 27 golds, mark¬ 
ing its best ever return at any games hosted 
in another country. Britain also became the 
first nation to improve on a home Olympics 
in the following event having surpassed the 
London 2012 tally of 65 medals. 

In the Paralympics Team GB went on to 
bag a stunning 147 medals, including 64 


golds. Simmonds was well and truly among 
the haul smashing the world record in the 
200m swimming medley to secure gold, bag¬ 
ging the fifth in her career overall including 
double success in both the Beijing and Lon¬ 
don games. 

Tuesday’s celebrations culminated in 
Her Royal Highness inviting the athletes to 
Buckingham Palace for a formal reception. 

Pictures were posted on the official royal 
family Twitter feed including one of Ellie 
shaking hands with Her Majesty which was 
shared by dozens of people within minutes. 

Ellie also tweeted: “It was an honor to 
attend Buckingham palace with @TeamGB 
and @ParalympicsGB. Just love the Roy¬ 
als.” 


Petition launched as much-loved attraction under threat 


THOUSANDS JOIN IN 
ART GALLERY FIGHT 


NEARLY 2,500 people have signed a petition to save Wal¬ 
sall New Art Gallery. The gallery, which opened back in 
2000, is under threat of closure as Walsall Council has 
put forward proposals to stop a large proportion of its 
funding. 

Councillor Sean Coughlan, the leader of Walsall Council, had previ¬ 
ously warned that by 2020 the borough would be left with no art gallery 


if the current levels of austerity an 

Since then the council has put forward 
its plans to save £86 million in four years 
- including plans to reduce the financial 
support it gives the gallery. 

This proposed reduction in funding will 
mean the gallery, which has hosted exhibi¬ 
tions from the likes of Damien Hirst and 
Andy Warhol, will have to become self-suf¬ 
ficient or close. Now a petition has been 
started to keep the £21 million building 
open, along with the borough’s museums 
and libraries which are also under threat 
in the coming years. 

Unethical 

The petition, which at the time of writ¬ 
ing has 2,475 signatures, reads: “Closing 
Walsall’s art gallery, museum and libraries 
to provide the necessary budget cuts that 
the Conservative government demand is 
both unethical and impractical which will 
destroy the atmosphere of many surround¬ 
ing communities..” 

Lou Blakeway, from Cradley Heath, was 
one of those to sign the petition. She said: 
“Culture is for everyone not just the elite. 
This gallery holds a significant collection 
of artworks which should be available for 
all to see including the working classes.” 

A spokesman for Walsall Council said:

Steaming ahead 
with historic loco 

AN HISTORIC locomotive train passed 
through Walsall over the weekend. The 
Earl of Mount Edgcumbe, formerly known 
as Barbury Castle, passed through Walsall 
on its way up to Chester. 

The steam train 
started in Tyseley, 

Birmingham, and 
stopped at Wol¬ 
verhampton, Staf¬ 
ford and Crewe on 
its way up north, 
and returned to 
Birmingham via 
Shrewsbury, Wol¬ 
verhampton and 
Bescot. Built in 
March 1936, the locomotive was renamed 
in 1937. It was withdrawn in December 
1963, and acquired by Woodham Brothers 
scrapyard in Barry, Wales in June 1964. It 
remained there until 1973 when it was sold 
to the then Birmingham Railway Museum, 
and was finally fully restored in 2007. Trips 
on the Earl are organised by West Mid¬ 
lands-based Vintage Trains.

More in work, but jobless number up 


UNEMPLOYMENT has increased even though 
the number of people in work is at record levels, 
new figures have shown. 

The jobless total rose by 10,000 in the quarter 
to August to 1.66 million, the first jump since the 
turn of the year. 

In the West Midlands the number out of work 
rose by 3,000 to 168,000, but the number in em¬ 
ployment was up 45,000 to 2.69 million. 

Employment Minister, Damian Hinds, said: “It’s 
good news in the West Midlands where there’s a 
near record of 2.7 million people in work, a rise of 
almost 88,000 in the last year alone.” 

Nationally employment was up by 106,000 in 


the latest quarter to almost 32 million, the highest 
since records began in 1971. 

The Office for National Statistics said its data 
also showed a 65,000 fall in the number of people 
classed as economically active, down to a joint re¬ 
cord low rate of 21.5 per cent, or 8.8 million. 

The national claimant count, including those on 
Jobseeker’s Allowance, also increased last month 
- up by 700 to 776,400. It was the sixth time in 
the last seven months that the figure has increased. 

But for the West Midlands the total was down by 
just 15 to 83,315. The claimant total in Walsall re¬ 
mained the same at 4,905 (2.9 per cent), but South 
Staffordshire was up 20 to 720 (1.1 per cent). 


JobCentre Plus business development leader 
Cathy Taylor said that jobs were continuing to 
come on stream in the Black Country. 

“There is a lot of recruitment going on in the re¬ 
tail sector and in hospitality and the Royal Mail is 
interviewing for 200 seasonal jobs in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton. An agency is also recruiting locally for Amazon 
in Rugeley,” she explained. 

Employment Minister Damian Hinds said: “Once 
again it’s great news for Britain as the employment 
rate remains at a record high, with more than 31.8 
million men and women in work. But there’s more 
to do, particularly when it comes to supporting 
young people into employment.” 


Mother: we must get 
tough on knife crime 



THE mother of murder vic¬ 
tim Tom Kirwan has called 
for tougher sentences for 
knife crime after new fig¬ 
ures showed a dramatic rise 
in the number of incidents 
involving blades across the 
West Midlands. 

The latest figures from the Of¬ 
fice for National Statistics (ONS) 
- branded ‘extremely worrying’ 
by a Black Country MP - show 
that 37 out of 44 police forces in 
England and Wales recorded a 
rise in offences involving knives 
and sharp instruments in the 
year to June. 

While knife crime rose by nine per 
cent nationally, with nearly one in 
five of the extra offences taking place 
in the West Midlands. 

Emer Kirwan, whose son Tom was 
stabbed to death outside the former 
Uberra Club in Wolverhampton in 
July 2012, said it was ‘heartbreaking’ 
to see the high levels of knife crime in 
the region. Her son’s killer has never 
been found. 

Distressing 

“A lot of people think they can 
carry a weapon around and not get 
prosecuted,” she said. “There should 
be stiffer sentences for anyone who is 
found carrying a knife. 

“How any normal person can go 
around carrying a knife and use it on 
another person is beyond me. Some¬ 
thing has got to be done because the 
problem is clearly getting worse.” 

In the last month alone there have 
been three stabbings in the space of 
eight days in Dudley borough. Man- 
soor Mahmood, 24, died after he was 
stabbed in the stomach in Brierley 
Hill, a 22-year-old man was stabbed in 
Lower Gornal and an 18-year-old crit¬ 
ically injured in a stabbing in Sedgley. 

There was also a stabbing on a 
bus in West Bromwich, which led to 
a 16-year-old boy requiring hospi¬ 
tal treatment, while in September 
23-year-old Mircea Gheorghe Coz- 
miuc was knifed to death in Whitmore 
Reans, Wolverhampton. All of the in¬ 


cidents took place after the ONS fig¬ 
ures were compiled, sparking fears 
that knife crime across the region 
could be getting worse. 

The force has raged a long-running 
battle to rid the streets of violent 
crime, with the region having seen 
a number of high profile stabbings. 
They include Halesowen schoolgirl 
Christina Edkins, who was fatally 
stabbed in the chest by Phillip Sim- 
elane, of Walsall, while travelling to

Man walks 
free from 
court after 
bar attack 

A MAN who left a father-of-three in a 
coma for eight days after he punched 
him in a bar has walked free from court. 

Ben Mornington had drunk seven or 
eight pints of alcohol when he struck his 
victim once in the face at Yates’s bar on 
Leicester Street in Walsall hours after 
England had beaten Wales in the Euro¬ 
pean Championships on June 16. 

Mornington, aged 30, hit him with 
such force that the victim smashed his 
head off the floor and he was left fighting 
for his life. The man’s family was told 
to prepare for the worse after the attack 
and in a statement read out in court, he 
stated he cannot remember the attack 
and has had to be signed off from work 
as a labourer for six months. 

Prosecutor Mr Henry Skudra told 
Wolverhampton Crown Court that 
Mornington, of Chantry Avenue in 
Blakenall, handed himself into police 
two days after the attack. That followed 
an appeal in the Express & Star, which 
published CCTV images of him in Yates. 

Mr Stephen Cadwallader, defending, 
added the victim, who has to attend 
monthly check ups at the Queen Eliza¬ 
beth Hospital in Birmingham, had him¬ 
self since been arrested by police three 
times following the attack. 

Mornington pleaded guilty to causing 
grievous bodily harm at a hearing on 
September 21, received a jail term of 16 
months, suspended for 18 months, and 
was told he must undertake 180 hours 
unpaid work over the next 12 months. 
He must also pay his victim £1,000 in 
compensation. 

Clothes catch

A COUPLE had an unwanted early 
morning alarm call when clothes and 
possessions left overnight on top of an 
electric hob caught light. 

A smoke alarm alerted the man and 
woman at the house in Harden Road, 
Bloxwich who evacuated the building 
with their two dogs after alerting the 
fire service around 6.30am on Sunday. 

Crews from Bloxwich and Walsall at¬ 
tended the incident and extinguished 
the fire which caused smoke damage to 
half the kitchen. 

Two dogs had also left the property 
before the firefighters arrived at the 
scene but two cats stayed put and sur¬ 
vived the incident which is thought to 
have been sparked by a knob on the hob 
being inadvertently being left turned on 
overnight.

5,000 fines 
for parents 
in planned 
absences 

NEARLY 5,000 fines, totalling al¬ 
most £300,000, were issued to par¬ 
ents across the Black Country and 
Staffordshire in the last school year 
after their children took authorised 
absences, such as holiday time off. 

The region’s five local authorities 
are informed by schools of children’s 
authorised absences and are allowed 
to issue £60 penalty notices which can 
rise to £120 if not paid within three 
weeks. 

Staffordshire and Walsall councils 
issued the most fines - 1,595 and 1579 
respectively. That could have brought 
in £95,700 and £94,740 for the au¬ 
thorities if all the £60 fines were paid 
on time. 

Only 149 people in Staffordshire 
appealed the fines, while in Walsall 
that total was lower, at 78 parents. 
Data from across the UK shows coun¬ 
cils issued more than 114,000 fines to 
parents. 

In total across Staffordshire and 
the Black Country, 4,879 fines were 
issued and 383, or eight per cent, 
withdrawn. 

The fines were first introduced in 
the Anti-Social Behaviour Act 2003 in 
an effort to stop children taking time 
off school without reason. 

The information through Freedom 
of Information request was collected 
by law film Simpson Millar. 

Solicitor Julie Robertson, who 
works for Simpson Millar, said the 
figures were ‘staggering’ and that 
parents were often being punished 
for taking their children out of school 
with good reason.

A PENSIONER who torched his rent¬ 
ed £100,000 home after being threat¬ 
ened with eviction because of the state 
of the garden has been jailed for two 
years. 

John Barton started five fires 
throughout the premises before leav¬ 
ing the two bedroom end of terrace 
property with smoke billowing from 
the address. 

The 65-year-old, who lived alone, 
left a suicide note before ‘coming to 
his senses’ and phoning the fire ser¬ 
vice, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard. They found the front door open 


and two members of the crew had to 
don breathing apparatus to search 
for casualties in the house the empty 
house that was empty. 

Former milkman Barton was found 
among those standing on the pave¬ 
ment watching the incident develop 
in Remington Place, Beechdale on Au¬ 
gust 11 and told another bystander: “I 
have burned my house down. I have 
had enough,” revealed Mr Paul Far¬ 
row, prosecuting. 

The lawyer continued: “There were 
five seats on fire which had been set 
among furniture and clothes as well as 


in a fitted cupboard. The property was 
said to be worth £100,000. It suffered 
100 per cent smoke damage and 30 per 
cent fire damage.” 

Mr Farrow said he had no official 
figure for the overall cost of repair. 

Barton, who had lived at the prop¬ 
erty for 14 years, told police that he 
had Tost his rag’ after ‘difficulties’ 
over the tenancy. These centred on his 
unwillingness to tend his overgrown 
garden and a warning that he would 
be thrown out of the house if the plot 
was not smartened up. 

Miss Sumita Mathtab-Shaikh, de¬ 


fending, said: “He was fearful of los¬ 
ing his accommodation and became 
extremely depressed. He left a suicide 
not before starting the fires but then 
came to his senses and alerted the fire 
service.” 

Barton admitted committing arson 
when reckless as to whether life was 
endangered and was sent to prison 
by Judge Mark Eades who told him: 
“When you set fire to a building it is 
impossible to predict what the conse¬ 
quences might be and that is why the 
courts take this kind of offending so 
seriously.”

Saddlers reach goal as 
profits at 25-year high 


WALSALL Football Club has scored 
its biggest profit in 25 years, new 
figures reveal, boosted by a hard- 
fought promotion battle and an El¬ 
ton John concert. 

And the club has revealed its income 
soared by an extra £1 million last season 
despite the Saddlers narrowly missing 
out on a place in the Championship. 

It means the club, owned by chairman 
Jeff Bonser, recorded an impressive profit of 
£416,000 - up from £62,000 for the previous 
year. 

The newly-released figures detail the club’s 
financial performance in the year to the end 
of May. Accounts show the increase in reve¬ 
nue has come from ‘football and commercial 
income’ which includes television money, kit 
sales, transfer fees and sponsorship from the 
likes of HomeServe and Banks’s brewer Mar- 
ston’s. 

The club received £5,063,000 in Football and 
Commercial Income compared with £4,035,000 
in the previous year. 

Concert 

The additional money is likely to have come 
from various sources, including television rev¬ 
enue, with the Saddlers two games against 
Barnsley in the League One play-offs both 
aired by Sky. 

And the Banks’s Stadium hosted a string of 
events last year, including the Elton John con¬ 
cert that attracted more than 14,000 fans. The 
club will also have benefited from transfer ac¬ 
tion such as the 20 per cent sell-on clause in its 
deal selling Will Grigg to Brentford in 2013. He 
moved to Wigan last summer for a rumoured 
£lm. But the year’s figures do not include the 
sales of Rico Henry and Tom Bradshaw, who 
left in August for hefty transfer fees. 

The accounts also reveal a £400,000 hike in 
the wage bill at the club, which went through 
three managers last season. Wages and salaries 
rose to £3.17m from £2.76m the year before, 
including a 50 per cent rise in the amount paid 
to directors, up from £113,000 to £169,000. But 
the number of people employed at the club fell, 
with playing and coaching staff down from 81 
to 76 and other staff down from 50 to 44. 

Mr Bonser said: “For the 11th successive 
year I can announce a trading profit, this time 
of £417,000. This also represents 20 years of 
profit in the last 23 years which I believe to be 
a significant achievement.”

I HAD an invitation from a friend to a lec¬ 
ture on the future of literature which would 
make the point that old-fashioned ink and 
paper is dead and the way forward is with 
the internet. The invitation was on a post¬ 
card, in an envelope, with a stamp. 

OH, no! Shock, horror! The annual in¬ 
flation rate is at a two-year high! It has hit 
(wait for it, cue roll on the drums) one per 
cent! Some of us of a certain age were 
unmoved by this week’s panic-stricken 
bleatings of youthful journalists and City 
experts. That’s because we remember 
1975 when inflation hit 25 per cent. We all 
survived. 

THIS week the first of the “children” ar¬ 
rived from the Calais Jungle. They do not 
look like children. They look more like sol¬ 
diers.

Views on crime cash 
spending are sought

RESIDENTS in Walsall and Wil- 
lenhall are set to decide how 
money obtained from criminals 
will be spent. 

West Midlands Police along with the 
force’s police and crime commissioner 
David Jamieson is overhauling how 
‘Proceeds of Crime Act’ (POCA) fund¬ 
ing is distributed. 

A new Active Citizens Fund is being set 
up which will be supported by POCA as well 
as funds obtained from the Police Property 
Act and the Community Initiatives Fund. 

The project is being managed by Walsall 
Local Policing Unit, Walsall Voluntary Ac¬ 
tion, Walsall Council and Walsall College. 

Sgt Nick Morton from Walsall Police 
said: “This funding provides a great oppor¬ 
tunity for people, who will no doubt have 
brilliant, pioneering ideas of how to tackle 
the issues that matter most to their com¬ 
munity. 

“We want to work in partnership to em¬ 
power these people to develop and deliver 
these ideas to help to make our communi¬ 
ties a safer place. 

“This funding is available for individuals 
rather than groups or organisations - but 
they may of course be linked to an organi¬ 
sation as a volunteer or member. 

Organised 

“There is a real opportunity to inspire 
their local community, and then if success¬ 
ful, work in partnership to deliver it. 

“Community events will be organised in 
each area and those attending can listen to 
each problem solving Idea before discussing 
and making a decision.” 

Mr Jamieson added: “The Proceeds of 
Crime Act allows police forces to use money 
and goods seized from criminals to be used 
to make local communities safer. 

“I am overhauling the current system to 
make sure that both local people’s priori¬ 
ties and my police and crime plan are taken 
account of when this money is distributed. 

“Each local commander, working with 
local officers will be the eyes and ears of 
this project, ensuring that projects that will 
make communities safer are funded. 

“Local commanders will be seeking the 
views of people in their areas and will be 
holding a series of events over the coming 
weeks and months to make sure that the 
public have a say on what they think will 
make their local communities safer.”

ONE of Walsall’s most iconic 
buildings could finally be restored 
- years after it was ravaged in a 
devastating blaze. 

Listed former leather factory, 
the Boak Building, in Station 
Street, was demolished after a fire 
ripped through the building in July 
2012. The landmark site is owned 
by local businessman Pal Singh 
who had planned to turn the for¬ 
mer factory into dozens of flats be¬ 
fore the arson attack. 

After the blaze he said he wanted 
to restore the building and stick to 
his plan of building the 31 flats, 
which he had received planning 
permission for in 2009. But Mr

Singh had been engaged in a bit¬ 
ter legal tussle with insurers who 
refused to pay out for the loss, 
claiming the building had actually 
increased in value due to the fire. 


the devastating fire in 2012 

Now however three Appeal Court 
judges have finally handed the Wal¬ 
sall businessman victory and ruled 
insurers must pay upwards of £2 
million towards any reinstatement 
of the listed building. 

Lord Justice Christopher Clarke 
ruled Great Lakes Reinsurance li¬ 
able to pay up to £2.1 million to¬ 
wards the reinstatement costs. 

The businessman insisted that 
he had an ‘emotional’ bond to the 
building and was determined to see 
it restored. 

The building had been in his 
family for 33 years and it had been 
‘a feature of family life’ as his chil¬ 
dren grew up. 


Youngsters 
wait months 
to have an 
assessment 

DOZENS of children waited longer 
than four months to be assessed for 
a wheelchair in the last two years, fig¬ 
ures have revealed. 

A total of 39 youngsters under 16 
had to wait longer than 16 weeks to 
be assessed by Walsall Healthcare 
NHS Trust after being referred by the 
children’s wheelchair service between 
2014 and last year. 

The figures, made up of 13 children 
in 2015 and 26 in 2014, were revealed 
following a freedom of information re¬ 
quest. The trust dealt with 168 refer¬ 
rals in total between 2014 and 2015, 
including 87 in 2014 and 81 in 2015. 

Thirty of those were dealt with in 
less than four weeks, with 13 in 2014 
and 17 in 2015. Forty-four were han¬ 
dled in four to eight weeks over the 
two years, 31 in eight to 12 weeks, 24 
in 12 to 16 weeks, and 39 in more than 
16 weeks. 

The trust was also asked how long 
children had to wait to receive wheel¬ 
chairs or specialist seating following 
the assessment but said that informa¬ 
tion was not recorded electronically. 
Walsall Council works in partnership 
with the trust on an Integrated Com¬ 
munity Equipment Service to help 
children and adults who need wheel¬ 
chairs or something similar. 

The service, which has been active 
since 2004, loans equipment including 
wheelchair, bath seats, hospital beds, 
commodes, hoists, walking sticks and 
trolleys with minor adaptations in¬ 
cluding grab rails, stair rails, ramps 
and key safes. The trust was unavail¬ 
able for comment. 

Parking change 
for town Tesco 

DRIVERS will have to spend a min¬ 
imum of £5 at a Tesco in Walsall, in 
order to qualify for free parking, after 
new requirements came into force. 

The supermarket giant announced 
the plans for its Littleton Street store 
last month. 

Tesco has introduced the rule in an 
attempt to combat rogue town centre 
visitors parking without buying any¬ 
thing. 

Previously, people could park at the 
Tesco Extra in the centre of Walsall 
for two hours for free. 

Now, people will have to spend £5 
and obtain a voucher which they will 
then have to validate at a parking ma¬ 
chine in order to leave without being 
fined, although it will not apply to 
anyone staying for less than half an 
hour.

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Sentences 
extended 
for Boxing 
Day kidnap 

THREE men from Walsall who sub¬ 
jected a woman to a ‘terrifying ordeal’ 
after she was ambushed and kid¬ 
napped on Boxing Day have had their 
sentences increased. 

Michael Wain, Keith Griffiths and 
Anthony Gunter all had their ‘lenient’ 
sentences increased by top London 
judges just months after they were 
sentenced for kidnapping and assault. 

The victim, Georgina Mansell, from 
Bloxwich, was beaten, held against 
her will and threatened with death. 
Her car was repeatedly rammed, be¬ 
fore she was dragged out and taken to 
a property, where she was assaulted. 

Wain, 33 of Parker Street, Blox¬ 
wich; Griffiths, 26, of Blakenhall 
Lane, Walsall, and Gunter, 29, of Ne- 
whall Street, Caldmore, all admitted 
charges of kidnapping and assault 
occasioning actual bodily harm at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court back 
in July. Wain was also sentenced for 
driving offences and Griffiths for driv¬ 
ing offences, unconnected burglary 
and criminal damage offences. 

Wain was sentenced to six years, 
Griffiths six years and three months 
and Gunter four-and-a-half years. 
But three senior judges ruled that the 
sentences were too lenient, and upped 
them to nine years for Wain, 10 years 
and nine months for Griffiths and 
eight-and-a-half years for Gunter. 

Emma Griffin, 31, from Ellis Walk, 
Cannock, was also sentenced to 27 
months for her role in the crime. She 
pleaded guilty to false imprisonment 
and assault by beating but also had 
her sentence upped to three years.

GAS works have shut off Moat Street 
in Willenhall. The gas main renewal 
scheme, between the junctions of the 
B4484 Field Street and Cemetery 
Road, will shut the road off until work 
is finished on November 11. 


Street lighting plan set for go ahead 


ALL of Walsall’s street lights look set to be replaced 
with energy efficient LED lamps as part of a mul¬ 
ti-million pound plan. 

The white lights will replace sodium lamps and 
are expected to last for about 25 years. Its officers 
are expected to deliver a final plan to Walsall Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet for it to be signed off in December. 

Chiefs said they were unable to put a figure on 
the cost of the project, but last year expected the 
roll-out to cost £14 million. 

Deputy leader and regeneration chief, Councillor 
Lee Jeavons said: “Following a series of successful 
pilots of installing energy efficient LED technology 
around the borough, officers were tasked to develop 
a detailed financial model and plan. 


“Consideration will be given to rising energy 
costs, the opportunity of achieving significant sav¬ 
ings and the potential to deliver statutory carbon 
reduction targets. LED technology also improves 
safety for highway users and generally helps people 
to feel safer within their community.” 

The council hopes a change could save up to 
£600,000 a year on energy bills. Lights currently 
used are responsible for about a third of the author¬ 
ity’s electricity use. 

Trials in Bloxwich, Leamore, Caldmore and 
Brownhills have cost £750,000 and were launched 
with the aim of reducing the authority’s energy 
footprint. Over 500 lamps were also replaced in St 
Matthews, Pleck and Palfrey wards as part of a sec¬ 


ond trial. Some residents in those areas complained 
about the lack of light on paths and roads. 

But authority bosses previously said if people 
want their homes lit up, they must do it themselves. 

Cost of illuminating Walsall’s street lighting 
shot up from £800,000 in 2009/10 to £1.7 million in 
2014/15. Energy-saving lanterns have already been 
installed in Dudley as part of its council’s effort to 
cut its energy bills. 

Of its 32,000 street lights, 21,100 of those can be 
controlled to save energy and 14,500 from that total 
can be dimmed. Last year Sandwell Council gave 
permission to change lamps so they used new LED 
bulbs in a move they said would save it £240,000 a 
year on its bills. 


Councillors to look at 
improving Junction 10 


A MAJOR transport scheme which 
should ease congestion and im¬ 
prove safety on a notorious stretch 
of the M6 in Walsall is likely to get 
the go-ahead from councillors in 
December. 

The £65 million overhaul should mean 
motorists enjoy a smoother drive around 
junction 10 of the motorway, which regu¬ 
larly snarls up at peak times. 

Under the initial plans, which remain at the 
design stage, lanes going over the motorway 
will increase from two to four with bridges re¬ 
built. Walsall Council bosses met to talk over 
progress last month. Preferred options will be 
released over the next few months. According 
to the authority’s documents, senior council¬ 
lors will be asked to give their approval for the 
scheme at the end of this year. 

Highways England said planning permission 
is likely to be submitted by December and if all 
is approved and runs as hoped that construc¬ 
tion should start by April 2019. It should fully 
reopen to traffic by late 2020. 

Congestion 

There will also be some modification work 
to the Black Country Route, the A454. Walsall 
Council’s transport portfolio holder, Council¬ 
lor Lee Jeavons, said: “Highways England and 
our highways engineers are working together 
to reduce congestion along this route by car¬ 
rying out major improvements to junction 10 
of the M6. 

“The project will see new, widened bridges 
being built over the motorway, improvements 
to the motorway slip roads, installation of in¬ 
telligent traffic signals, widening and modern¬ 
isation of the nearby Bloxwich Lane junction 
and modification to the Black Country Route.” 

The council and Highways England first 
held a public consultation in December 2015 to 
discuss options which could be considered for 
the junction 10 improvements and the nearby 
junction of Wolverhampton Road and Bloxwich 
Lane. Another consultation period is set to take 
place in January. 

Highways England said: “Road capacity 
problems have been identified as one of the 
main transport issues facing the Black Coun¬ 
try within the West Midlands Local Transport 
Plan. Highways England is working collab- 
oratively with Walsall Council to deliver the 
scheme within the current budget and to meet 
commitments made in our Delivery Plan.”

WALSALL families could have to 
pay for garden waste collection, 
shell out more for parking and see 
the leather museum moved as the 
council battles to save £86 million. 

Local authority bosses have now put 
out more than 80 proposals for public 
consultation, including plans to increase 
market fees but stop cleaning them, and 
scrapping grass-cutting in some areas 
such as Delves Common. 

A comprehensive list of cost-cutting ideas to 
save the council millions of pounds over four 
years also includes funding for adult weight 
management programmes being axed and 
plans to shut 15 libraries and scrap council 
funding to the New Art Gallery. 

This is the first time a comprehensive list of 
saving ideas has been released and they were 
due to be discussed by the cabinet last night, 
Wednesday. 

Permits 

For garden waste collection, the council 
plans to charge £30 per year, as well as a one- 
off charge of £18 for a new wheeled bin. It 
is hoped this will provide the authority with 
£300,000 in the 2018/19 financial year. 

Bosses also want green waste collection to 
stop on September 30 each year rather than 
October 30 - to save £30,000. 

Parking permits could go up by £1 per 
month, with off-street parking charges ris¬ 
ing by lOp per band. If these two proposals 
go through then the council will generate an 
extra £21,000 in one year. 

The relocation of Walsall Leather Museum 
and History Centre to the Central Library 
in Lichfield Street will save an estimated 
£360,000 over two years. 

One of the biggest single savings will come 


from the proposed closure of 15 libraries, leav¬ 
ing just Walsall Central Library as a hub, with 
an estimated £2.9m of savings to come just 
from 2017/18. 

Other reductions will come from the budget 
for children’s services and adult social care. 
A saving of more than £2.2m has been ear¬ 
marked through the reduction of the number 
of looked after children and their associated 
costs. 

Speaking about the proposals going to pub¬ 
lic consultation, Lee Jeavons, deputy coun¬ 
cil leader, said: “Last week Walsall Council 
announced the need for the council to make 
savings of £86m over the next four years, and 


yesterday we published the budget options 
that start us on that journey. 

“The budget options will form the basis of 
our conversation, with service users, residents, 
partners and businesses across the borough. 

“Firstly, let me stress there has been no pre¬ 
determination on where the cuts may finally 
fall - as we seek to find the savings required 
there will be choices, many of them tough and 
none of them easy. 

“Yes, there are those who would suggest 
another way would be to simply raise council 
tax to bridge the funding gap, but as we know 
residents wouldn’t stomach or afford council 
tax rises of 30 per cent - and those are the 


sort of figures it would take. We have no choice 
whether to take on this daunting task or not. 
Having looked at the figures and considered 
what has to be achieved we realise that this 
‘nettle has finally to be grasped’. 

“No matter how unpleasant and challenging 
it may be; as the newly elected coalition admin¬ 
istration we are now responsible for delivering 
the massive savings Walsall Council has to 
make. No matter how painful these decisions 
are to make, they have to be made. 

“Undoubtedly, there will be many hurdles to 
overcome in arriving at the savings that need 
to be made. There will be critics, not everyone 
will be either supportive or even sympathetic, 
but the facts are unavoidable. 

“This is why we are committed to engage 
directly with the users of our services to bet¬ 
ter understand what they need and to work 
diligently alongside them, and through these 
conversations turn as many negatives into pos¬ 
itives as we can. 

“Despite the inevitability that as a council 
we will be able to do less, our sights through¬ 
out this journey will remain on delivering ex¬ 
cellence in what we do. Delivering less should 
not be confused with poor quality - quite the 
opposite.” 

Councillor Ian Shires, leader of the Liberal 
Democrats who run the authority in a coali¬ 
tion with the Labour group, added: “It’s un¬ 
deniable, public services are shrinking, since 
starting our ‘cost reduction’ journey in 2010, 
austerity measures have already reduced what 
the council can deliver by over 30 per cent. We 
strongly believe the more involved people are 
in shaping our services - by having a mean¬ 
ingful conversation with them, the more likely 
they will support and accept the changes to 
services that have to be made.” 

Under the plans council cricket pitches and 
bowling greens, such as those at Leamore Park 
and Palfrey Park, could be scrapped. 

The proposals have been criticised by Dar- 
laston Councillor Doug James. 

He said: “We need to help people who have 
been left behind across Walsall. We need posi¬ 
tive solutions. 

“A legal balanced Budget is a fair and rea¬ 
sonable requirement but so many families are 
struggling.”

Campaigners hit out 
after graves walked on 


WALSALL Council is looking into 
a complaint lodged by mourners 
at the centre of a row over grave 
maintenance after a worker was 
seen walking over graves. 

Mehboob Matloob, who has led a 
long-running protest from Walsall’s 
Muslim community against the coun¬ 
cil after mourners were given 28 days 
to remove edgings and flowerbeds 
from graves at Streetly Crematorium 
and Cemetery, has asked for the inci¬ 
dent, which has been caught on video, 
to be looked into. 

He claims that is ‘against our belief and 
religion to walk over a grave and is haram 
in Islam’. 

The video has been viewed more than 
3,000 times on Facebook and Mr Matloob 
says he hopes it will ‘silence all those who 
claimed we were going over the top in ask¬ 
ing the council for grave edgings’. 

National 

So far, a 500-strong protest outside Wal¬ 
sall town hall has been held calling on the 
council to allow edgings to be put around 
graves, complemented by a 2,000-name pe¬ 
tition. 

Mr Matloob claims that unless action 
is taken soon, a national protest will take 
place in Walsall. He said: “This is why 
the community has been fighting for edg¬ 
ings around graves, so that nobody steps 
on them. I hope the video will silence all 
those who claimed that people were going 
over the top in asking the council for grave 
edgings. 

“Please respect the family and the loved 
one which left this world along with our 
religious belief. We would like this fully in¬ 
vestigated and answers as to why this has 
happened. I believe that common sense will 
prevail and this problem will be resolved 
but at the moment, an apology won’t cut it. 
We will get what we want and if not, then 
we will continue to protest 

“We are getting a lot of support from 
across the country and will invite those 
people down to our next protest if needed.”

HUNDREDS of mourners turned out to pay their respects 
to former Wolves manager and player, Darlaston-born Gra¬ 
ham Hawkins. Club legends were joined by supporters in 
remembering Mr Hawkins at his funeral which was held at 
Bushbury Crematorium. 

He died, aged 70, last month and is best remembered for 
managing the side in the early 1980s. He led the team to 
promotion in 1983 and was also promoted with Wolves as 
a player in 1967.

Homes plan 
to see 400 
dwellings 
near centre 


MORE than 400 homes could be built on a 
site in Walsall, two miles away from the town 
centre. 

Plans for 426 new dwellings in Goscote Lane in 
Blakenall, have been submitted to planning bosses 
at Walsall Council. The new homes would include 
312 private sale properties. 

There would also be 74 for 
affordable general needs and 
40 for affordable older per¬ 
sons accommodation. These 
would include apartments, 
bungalows and houses. 

The development is part 
of the wider Goscote Lane 
Corridor Regeneration 
scheme - a plan to regener¬ 
ate some 630 acres of land 
within the Blakenall and 
Bloxwich East wards. 

The aim of the initiative 
is to regenerate the wider 
area with new, high quality 
housing and attractive, usa¬ 
ble open spaces. 

Walsall Housing Group is 
behind this latest scheme. 

Labour Councillor Ian 
Robertson, who represents 
the Blakenall ward and is 
also the council’s health 
boss, admitted the plans 
were positive for the area. 

He said: “We very much

welcome the regeneration 
of Goscote Lane of which 
these homes will form a 
large part. 

“We also look forward to 
working with local people 
to make this development a 
success. It follows on from 
the development at the for¬ 
mer Poets Estate which has 
gone well with most of the 
homes being sold.” 

The exact location of the 
site covers Goscote Lodge 
Crescent, Middle Cres¬ 
cent, Hildicks Crescent and 
Hildicks Place.

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Asylum plan to 
goes to cabinet 

SENIOR Walsall councillors have been 
asked to approve plans that will see up to 
15 unaccompanied asylum seeking children 
settle in the town over three years. 

The authority’s children’s social care 
department, led by Councillor Rose Bur¬ 
ley, has recommended the council takes 
in a child every two to three months from 
April 2017 as part of the National Transfer 
Scheme, at a potential cost of £1.37 million. 

The scheme was set up in July to ensure 
children claiming asylum around the UK 
are distributed fairly amongst local author¬ 
ities. 

According to council documents, these 
children are typically boys between 16 and 
18 who are from Afghanistan, Syria and Er¬ 
itrea. They will mostly be taken from the 
migrant camp in Calais. 

Last week the first arrival from France 
was presented at the Home Office in Croy¬ 
don ahead of being settled with a family 
in the UK. Walsall Council’s cabinet was 
asked to approve the proposal at a meeting 
yesterday, Wednesday. 


Phone lines are cut for estate 
as fasteners company raided 


BUSINESSES have had their prem¬ 
ises trashed and lost days of trade 
after phone lines were sabotaged on 
a Wednesbury industrial estate. 

Manufacturing company Clevedon Fas¬ 
teners, based on Old Park Industrial Es¬ 
tate, was raided after phone lines were cut, 
while other firms have lost days of trade 
with no access to phones or the internet. 

Raiders at Clevedon Fasteners stole a set of 
van keys and trashed an office, with West Mid¬ 
lands Police appealing for information. 

Neil Webster, the operations manager at the 
manufacturing company, said the businesses 
had been experiencing faults with the telephone 
but did not ‘expect anything like this’. 

He said: “They cut the main telegraph line 
and then raided us. It’s the first time we have

come across it as we have only been here five 
weeks. We had been experiencing faults with the 
line but we didn’t expect anything like this. 

“I got a phone call in the evening off our se¬ 
curity company who alerted us to what had hap¬ 
pened. It left us without internet and telephone 
too. They ransacked my desk and found the key 
to the van but the odd thing was nothing was 
stolen. 

“They ripped the dashboard off the transit 
van and police think they were after the track¬ 
ing system. It is concerning when we’ve only 
just moved here.” Another company affected 
by the phone lines being cut was BSJ Fixings, 
which has been on the estate since 1999. 

Pally Sagoo, a director at the firm, revealed it 
was not the first time businesses on the estate 


had suffered, suggesting that phone lines were 
cut with a hacksaw. He said: “This has hap¬ 
pened before and they come and cut the phone 
lines which disconnects our internet and other 
appliances. We feel it must be the same sort of 
people because they know which wires to cut 
and how the system works. 

“They cut them on the ground with a hacksaw 
and then it leaves the businesses without phones 
or internet all day. It just seems like nothing can 
be done and it’s absolutely frustrating.” 

A West Midlands Police spokesperson said: 
“Police responded to reports of a break-in at a 
factory in Sandwell. 

“Clevedon Fasteners Ltd on Old Park Road in 
Wednesbury was broken into. Four men forced 
entry to the building and stole a set of van keys; 
the van itself was not stolen. A fire door was 
damaged during the incident.” 


Plea for action 
on travellers 

CALLS have been made to expand Walsall 
Council’s travellers injunction to other 
parts of the borough. The authority is just 
one of three across the country to be grant¬ 
ed a court injunction giving them greater 
powers to remove travellers. 

Their new powers came into force after 
a group of travellers pitched up 14 tents on 
Delves Green Common but were moved on 
within 24 hours. 

But the injunction only covers 12 sites, 
including Broadway West Playing Fields on 
Wallows Lane and land at Goscote Lodge 
Crescent, none of which are in Darlaston. 
Now Councillor Doug James has called for 
town sites to be included. 

He wants to see land at Great Bridge 
Road, Kings Hall and George Rose Park 
protected. He said: “Over the years Darlas¬ 
ton has been plagued by a high number of 
illegal traveller incursions. The anti-social 
behaviour, vandalism and litter has added 
to ongoing costs met by Walsall Council, in 
responding to this ongoing problem.”

Fire crews tackle 
blaze at house In

ARSONISTS struck at a Walsall 
house, leaving 30 firefighters to 
tackle the blaze. 

A police investigation is now un¬ 
der way following the fire, which was 
started during the early hours of last 
Tuesday at the property on Broadway 
North. 

The blaze started in the roof of the new¬ 
ly-refurbished detached house forcing crews 
to call in an aerial platform to fight the 
flames from above. 

A spokesperson for West Midlands Police 
said: “We were called by the fire service to 
reports of a fire at a house on Broadway 
North in Walsall at 1.10am on October 18. 
It is suspected arson and a police investiga¬ 
tion has been launched.” 

Crews from Bloxwich and Walsall fire sta¬ 
tions were initially called to the scene and 
later joined later by teams from Wednes- 
bury, West Bromwich and Sutton Coldfield. 


Twelve firefighters had to wear breathing 
apparatus to get close enough to quell the 
flames. Neighbours were woken up as fire 
engines started to fill the street. 

Mohammad Taeyab said: “I was sleep¬ 
ing at the time and then we heard all fire 
engines in the street. My mom and dad 
told me that the next door house is burn¬ 
ing down with flames through the roof. We 
came out to see if everyone was okay, but 
there was no-one in next door anyway as 
they’ve been away whilst they’ve been hav¬ 
ing the renovation done 

“We were scared as you’d imagine, my 
mom was petrified as the tiles were falling 
down on our side passage - so you could 
hear this loud banging. There was also a 
chance it could catch on the house, but the 
fire service were great, they got it under 
control.“This is the second time this has 
happened - the fire service came out two 
weeks ago when there was a fire in the 
house then after someone broke in.” 


Lane shuts 
as sewage 
targeted 

A BUSY country lane in 
Walsall Wood will remain 
closed for the foreseeable 
future while remedial work 
addressing leaking sewage 
continues. 

The stretch of Green Lane 
between Oakwood Close and 
Mob Lane was initially shut 
after a pipe burst near to 
Stubbers Green nature re¬ 
serve. 

It was due to be reopened, 
but Severn Trent Water has 
now confirmed it will be 
closed for some time with¬ 
out committing to a date for 
the works to be finished at 
this stage. 

Spokeswoman Ria Gaff¬ 
ney said: “Our work in Wal¬ 
sall Wood is continuing to 
make good, steady progress. 
This work is very compli¬ 
cated and vital to help get 
everything back to normal, 
so, for everyone’s safety 
we’re having to continue 
with the road closure on 
Green Lane to allow us to 
work together with Natural 
England and The Environ¬ 
ment Agency in completing 
this work.”

IT started as hobby to get his son ex¬ 
cited for Halloween but 10 years on 
Walsall spooky sculptor Simon Patel 
has turned pumpkin carving into an 
art form. 

The 40-year-old father-of-two from Prim- 
ley Avenue, Walsall is well and truly back 
in the ‘spirit’ this year and is expecting 
to make dozens of detailed models with 
London celebrity ‘haunts’ Mahiki bar and 
Bodo’s Schloss among his growing list of 
clients. 

Once October 1 swings round the house hus¬ 


band wastes little time breaking out his carving 
tools and has already made 16 pumpkins for a 
staging company based in the capital. 

Ironically having started out his craft for his 
nine-year-old son Dylan’s first Halloween, now 
Mr Patel does not have any time to make any for 
his own home such is the demand for his work. 

He said: “Now I get requests from all over the 
place. I am taking some down to London right 
now. I will probably make 30 to 40 this year. 
Once October comes round I get started. My kids 
start asking ‘Dad can you make me a pumpkin’. 

“I used to do them for the house but now I get 
so many people asking me for them I don’t really 
get the time. 


“I am going to try and get some out on the 
garden again this year though.” 

Remarkably Mr Patel originally made a name 
for himself using rudimentary spoons until he 
decided to take things a bit more seriously a cou¬ 
ple of years ago by purchasing a German-man¬ 
ufactured set specifically for carving pumpkins 
which is sold in America setting him back around 
£150. 

Although with some of his pumpkins shifting 
for around £75 each it has proved to be a worth¬ 
while investment.

Great name started 
life making pedals 


ONE of the great names in 
British motorcycle engine 
production, Villiers Engi¬ 
neering, started life mak¬ 
ing cycle pedals. 

In 1898 John Marston was 
dissatisfied with the pedals he 
was fitting to his Sunbeam bi¬ 
cycles. He despatched his son, 
Charles to America, on a sales 
trip and to visit Pratt & Whit¬ 
ney in Connetticut, to obtain 
rights to their superior pedals. 

On his return a small japan¬ 
ning business in Villiers Street 
was bought, and turned over 
to pedal manufacture, supply¬ 
ing other makers besides Sun¬ 
beam. In 1920, the new compa¬ 
ny was sold outright to Charles 
Marston, and in the same year 
they developed the first free-

wheel, soon to be wanted by all 
cycle makers. 

In 1912 the company made 
its first engines, a 4-stroke 
350cc and a 2-stroke 269cc, 
and this soon became the main 
part of Villiers’ business, sup¬ 
plying engines for motorcycles, 
generators and many other 
purposes. 

In World War Two, they not 
only continued supplying their 
engines for military applica¬ 
tions, like generating sets and 
powerful chainsaws, but made 
thousands of shell fuses. 

After the war they carried 
on making a variety of en¬ 


gines, the two millionth being 
made in 1956. In the early 60s 
the company was taken over 
by Manganese Bronze and in 
1966 merged with AMC to be¬ 
come Norton-Villiers, which in 
turn merged with BSA in 1972 
to be come Norton-Villiers-Tri- 
umph, in a desperate attempt 
to save the British motorcycle 
industry fighting a losing bat¬ 
tle with Japanese imports. 

Norton Commando motor¬ 
cycles were even made at the 
Marston Road works, but it 
was not to be and the company 
went into liquidation in 1978. 
At the Tettenhall Transport 
Heritage Centre there are Villi¬ 
ers engines on display, and oth¬ 
ers awaiting restoration. Help 
from volunteers is sought.

SINGER-SONGWRITER Jack Savoretti releases his new al¬ 
bum, Sleep No More, tomorrow (Friday) and is in concert at 
Birmingham’s 02 Institute next Thursday (November 3) as 
part of his UK tour. 

Sleep No More is the follow-up to his hugely successful 
breakthrough album Written In Scars. 

The new album’s opener and first single is When We Were 
Lovers, it sets the tone for a set of 12 songs that Jack de¬ 
scribes as a “love letter to my wife”. 

“The whole point of this album is that it’s about the stuff 
that keeps you up at night,” Jack explains. 

Sleep No More is an album about the very real struggles of 
holding on to love against the odds. 

“It’s the first album I’ve written as an adult... as some¬ 
body trying to be an adult at least!” laughs the 33-year-old 
Londoner.

A tale of adultery, fraud, 
bigamy and murder 


A ccording to the skipping rhyme 
she inspired, the Victorian serial 
killer Mary Ann Cotton is ‘dead 
and forgotten; but it seems that’s not 
quite the case. 

Her story has intrigued writer 
Gwyneth Hughes, who explores the 
life of the poisoner in the new-two part 
drama Dark Angel. 

And it also captured the attention of 
Downton Abbey star Joanne Froggatt, 
who plays Mary Ann. The actress says: 
“I was really excited about this role. 
Although Dark Angel is a period 
drama, Mary Ann could not be more 
different from (Downton’s) Anna Bates.” 

In fact, Joanne was so intrigued, 
she even did some of her own 
additional research into Mary Ann to 
help understand what drove the real- 
life murder. She explains: “I read a 
book about her which is a factual 
account, as far as we know, of what 
happened. Then I did some research 
on female serial killers in general and 
the differences between male and 
female serial killers. 

“Because to play somebody you 
have to make sense of what they’re 


doing in their head. Not only to make 
sense of it for you, but you have to 
make sense of their thought 
processes and their feelings. It’s very 
challenging with such serious subject 
matter.” 

When we first meet Mary in this 
opening episode, she’s in her mid¬ 
twenties, married to Billy Mowbray 
(Tom Varey), and has lost four children 
over the course of four years - only 
her fifth daughter, Margaret Jane, has 
survived. 

The family, who have been living in 
Cornwall, decide to make a fresh start 
by returning to Mary’s native Seaham, 
County Durham, where they receive a 
warm welcome from her mother 
Margaret (Penny Layden) and kindly 
stepfather George (Alun Armstrong). 

In fact, George is so keen to protect 
his stepdaughter’s interests, he 
persuades Billy to take out life 
insurance - and when Mary then 
meets flirtatious miner Joe (Jonas 
Armstrong) while buying arsenic to 
sort out a case of bed bugs, it looks 
like she will be collecting on the policy 
sooner rather than later... 


It’s the first in what becomes a 
string of crimes as Mary begins 
insinuating her way into other families. 

Joanne believes Mary’s losses, and 
the times she was living in, go 
someway towards explaining - 
although not justifying - her actions. 

“We first meet her at the age of 25 
when she has suffered the natural 
loss of four of her children. I guess 
she almost goes mad with grief at 
some points... 

“She is a working-class woman in 
the Victorian era and there’s no 
opportunity, no choice. There’s no 
going out and having a career. 
Everything was simply marriage and 
babies. Washing, cleaning, cooking 
and rats. It was a horrendous life and 
she always felt that it was a life that 
wasn’t right. She always wanted more 
than that.” 

Joanne adds: “She can’t accept her 
lot but goes about seeking a better life 
in ways none of us would choose. I 
was fascinated by the psychology 
behind it.” Which is one of the reasons 
why Dark Angel should make 
particularly chilling Halloween viewing.

On the face of it, the concept of a Sport 
Utility Vehicle is a bit farcical. Which sport 
are you engaging in at the helm of, say, a 
Land Rover Discovery Sport? If the remit 
is to get you to the sport, then surely a bus 
or train would also warrant the sports tag. 
There really is nothing sporty about these 
vehicles. 

Audi popularised this genre with its Allroad 
models, Volvo followed with its XC70 but 
Subaru had them both licked in selling us all¬ 
wheel drive estates with just enough off-road 
ability to get most of us to where we needed 
to go. Skoda followed suit with its Octavia 
Scout models but they never really gained 
much traction with the car buying public. 

The third generation Octavia is a far more 
substantial proposition than its predecessors 
and this time, the Scout version might well 
snag some serious orders. 

The basics are pretty straightforward. For 
this sort of car, you really want an estate 
bodyshell, a bit of extra ride height, a brawny 
diesel engine and the obligatory all-wheel 
drive mechanicals. Skoda duly delivers, with 
the engine choice extending to either a 2.0 
TDI150PS with a six-speed manual gearbox 
or a 2.0 TDI 184PS featuring a six-speed DSG 
twin-clutcher as standard. 

The fifth-generation Haldex clutch 
transmission more accurately distributes 
torque between the front and rear axles. The 
ECU monitors your driving (steering angle, 
throttle position and how heavily you’re 
braking) and delivers what it feels is the 
correct split of torque to each axles.

The Scout’s more direct rivals can’t really 
touch this proposition, the base MOPS Passat 
Alltrack knocking on the door of £30,000 
while the Vauxhall Insignia Country Tourer 
really only comes into contention if you can 
negotiate a massive discount off the asking 
price to offset its poorer residuals.

Suzuki has history with four-wheel drive cars. 
Although we like to kid ourselves that modern 
stability and traction control systems will get a 
two-wheel drive car most places that a four-wheel 
drive model will go, when the chips are really 
down, Suzuki knows there’s no substitute for 
sending drive to each corner. 

It’s sold thousands of Vitaras and Jimny SUVs but 
the Japanese company has also shifted quite a few 
rather less overtly four-wheel drive cars. Vehicles 
such as the SX4, the Kizashi and this, the Swift 4x4. 

The Swift’s had a bit of a wash and brush up of 
late and the introduction of the Swift 4x4 delivers 
supermini buyers an option that’s at once a little 
different to the mainstream and with no little ability at 
its elbow. 

There’s a choice in the engine department, this 
Swift 4x4 coming with two 1.2-litre petrol four- 
cylinder units. The cheaper one is good for a wholly 
unexceptional 94bhp, so don’t get any illusions that 
you’re at the wheel of a shrunken Audi RS3. Better is 
the 90bhp Dualjet petrol 1.2 powerplant, which offers 
greater torque and efficiency. 

Whatever your engine choice, on the move, you 
have to prod the five-speed manual transmission 
around the gate, although nothing’s really happening 
at a particularly frenetic pace. The all-wheel drive 
mechanicals are simple and rely on a permanent 
4-wheel drive system which transfers additional 
torque to the rear wheels when required. 

You’ll appreciate the added security this brings in 
wintry conditions but remember two things. In such 
conditions, any car is only as good as its tyres and 
four wheel drive traction advantages aren’t equalled 
by commensurate braking benefits, so it’s always 
best to err on the side of caution. 

The slightly increased ride height might give you 
a clue that this is no ordinary Swift but other than 
that, the Swift 4x4 is extremely discreet. Like the 
rest of the Swift range, the 4x4 gets the latest styling 
refreshments including a revised front bumper and 
grille and silver detailing to the lower front bumper. 

For added safety and style, an LED high level 
brake lamp has been added. The interior design 
has been given thought too, with better quality seat 
fabric featuring black as its keynote colour, with lined 
accents of blue and grey. 

The fascia remains very driver focused, with a 
trio of overlapping dials in the instrument binnacle 
and a tapered centre console that draws the eye to 
the gear lever that marshals the five-speed manual 
transmission. The view out of the car is better than 
in most rivals, thanks again to that upright seating 
position and big glass area. 

The 4WD Swift is priced at just over £12,000 for the 
base SZ3 version and just over £14,000 for the higher 
specified SZ4 Dualjet model which includes power 
folding door mirrors with integral indicators and 
Daylight Running Lamps as standard equipment. 

Apart from 4x4 badging and that slightly increased 
body ride height of 25mm, the look of an SZ3 grade 
4x4 model appears identical to that of an ordinary 
Swift SZ3 five-door. The SZ4 variant has a more 
rugged appearance and offers extra protection over 
rough ground by adding front and rear skid plates, 
black wheel arch extensions and black side skirts. 

Insurance cover is pricier than the supermini 
average so you’ll probably be best served getting a 
few quotes before committing. 

The Suzuki Swift 4x4 is a modern supermini that’s 
also slightly old-school. In execution, look and feel, 
the Swift feels bang up to date but the engineering 
seems to hark back to a short-lived craze for all¬ 
wheel drive everything that briefly blossomed and 
then died in the late eighties. 

Still, some old ideas are well worth reviving and 
the added ride height and grip offered by this Swift 
will doubtless come in handy during tough winter 
conditions. 

It’s ideal as a low cost, low worry second car for 
country people who can’t afford to be cut off when 
the Land Rover is in use. Best if you can to go for 
he more modern Dualjet engine and the more 
interesting-looking SZ4 trim level.

Die-hard fans' capital commitment 


SPORT MEMORIES 


EVEN for a group that’s 50 years 
old, this lot have got some outland¬ 
ish tales. 

One of their members has missed only 
one home game in 40 years, they used to 
run out of the players’ tunnel at Molineux 
to supporters chanting their name, and 
they’ve travelled to matches with play¬ 
ers, millionaires and a famous pop star. 

Welcome to London Wolves. 

The club’s oldest supporters’ club - and one 
of the oldest of its kind in the country - is turn¬ 
ing 50. 

They’ve experienced dizzying highs and 
dured devastating lows over the past five dec¬ 
ades - and that’s before you even get started 
on the football. 

It all began in a very different era. Stuart 
Earl, who was there was from day one and is 
the club’s chairman, takes up the story: “Me 
and Dave (Slape, current secretary) met on 
the 9.15 out of Paddington. We saw each other 
every week and just thought there had to be a 
cheaper way of doing it, so we set about organ¬ 
ising coach travel and it took off from there.” 

Switch

Dave added: “I was on the first trip. Two 
weeks earlier we met Jack Howley, the secre¬ 
tary, with about 12 people saying we wanted to 
form a club. The first trip was Plymouth (Octo¬ 
ber 22, 1966, a 2-1 home win).” 

Football worked very differently back then. 
London Wolves would be let in to Molineux 
games for free, with chairman John Ireland 
believing fans who travelled that far shouldn’t 
have to pay. 

They would board a coach from Victoria sta¬ 
tion, but would switch to train travel after a 
couple of years, and have a corner of the North 
Bank allocated to them. Stuart added: “We 


used to come out of the players’ tunnel and the 
North Bank would chant ‘London Wolves’ and 
point at us! It was quite embarrassing.” 

The club’s numbers soon grew. At its peak, 
in the late 1970s and early 1980s, they had 
almost 400 members, with the 1981 FA Cup 
semi-final against Spurs at Hillsborough at¬ 
tracted a record booking of 108 fans. Just a few 
years later, with Wolves’ rapid decline in full 
flow, things were very different. 

Travel secretary Peter Woodifield has been 
with the club since its formation and still kept 
attending event in the dark days of the 1980s. 


Yes, he even went to all three Chorley FA 
Cup games. The Magpies beat Wolves 3-0 in a 
second FA Cup first round replay at Bolton’s 
Burnden Park. “In the Bhatti era you had to 
be a bit more dedicated!” he said. 

“The Third Division, when we were still on 
our way down, it was a real effort to go to those 
games.” 

Mark Feehan joined in 1976, aged 12, after 
spotting an advert in a Millwall programme. 

“You hear people complain today about bad 
games, but you really had to be a die-hard in 
the 1980s,” he said. “You didn’t even know if 


they would put a team out some days. We had 
the conversations about what we’d do if the 
worst happened and Wolves no longer existed.” 
But London Wolves, like the club, survived - 
and thrived. Sir Jack Hayward used to travel 
with them for midweek games (even taking 
part in Dave’s ‘guess the score’ competition), 
as did a host of former players. 

Dexys Midnight Runners singer Kevin Row¬ 
land is a former member, as is BBC presenter 
Jacqui Oatley. 

John Richards is the club’s honorary pres¬ 
ident and the likes of Carl Ikeme, David Ed-

wards and Karl Henry have travelled back to 
London with them in recent years. 

That’s not to say that travelling from Lon¬ 
don to every game hasn’t been without its pit- 
falls. 

There have been several mishaps, delays and 
breakdowns over the years, even as recently as 
last season when horrendous motorway traffic 
forced the group, who travelled to that particu¬ 
lar game by coach, to abandon in Sheffield and 
watch a match in a pub. 

Outskirts 

Peter, who sorts out the club’s bookings and 
match tickets, added: “There was one at Hud¬ 
dersfield in the 1960s the coach broke down 
just on the outskirts of Huddersfield and we 
ended up pushing it up a hill! 

“I’ll never forget that. We missed the first 25 
minutes of that one,” he added. 

The 50th anniversary year was marked 
in style with a golden anniversary dinner at 
Charlton’s ground, The Valley, in July, at¬ 
tended by a host of ex-players and then-boss 
Kenny Jackett. 

A special reception will be held in Molineux’s 
WV1 bar on the day of the Leeds game on Sat¬ 
urday, marking 50 years to the day since that 
first ever trip. 

“I think the reason we all enjoy it so much 
is the social side of it and the camaraderie,” 
Mark said. “We have a lot of away fans trav¬ 
elling with us too. Brentford brought a bag of 
Chinese fortune cookies with them the other 
week to share out. Everyone knows everyone 
and we’re all friends.” 

Stuart added: “My mother thought I’d grow 
out of it, but 50 years later I’m still here.”

THERE were two differences in this FA

WHEN Walsall offered new 
deals to 12 out-of-contract 
players, there was one man in 
particular fans wanted to see 
stay, writes Joseph Masi. 

Romaine Sawyers, despite often di¬ 
viding opinion, was seen by many as 
the darling of the Banks’s Stadium. 

Now though, Saddlers fans have a new hero 
to idolise in Erhun Oztumer, a man who - in 
this humble writer’s opinion - is an even better 
player than the one who left for Brentford. 

At the County Ground on Saturday, the 
25-year-old was irresistible and scored two goals 
that will both be replayed over and over again. 

The first saw him catch goalkeeper Lawrence 
Vigouroux off his line with a spectacular strike 
from 45 yards.

But instead of taking a touch, Oztumer pro¬ 
duced a sublime volley to steer the ball past Vig¬ 
ouroux and into the far corner. It was the first 
time the creative schemer has netted a brace in 
his career. And it capped what has truly been an 
outstanding start to his life as a Saddler. 

But in truth, his goals were simply the icing 
on the cake in what was Walsall’s most convinc¬ 
ing win of the season. Right from the off they 
controlled proceedings with Swindon having no 
answers for their high pressing game. 

Walsall dominated possession all afternoon, 
effortlessly moving the ball through the thirds. 

It was from Walsall’s press that Oztumer got 
his first, with Darnell Furlong giving the ball 
away too easily. And in the second half the Sad¬ 
dlers should have scored two more when Andreas 
Makris hit the bar with a tap-in and Kieron Mor¬ 
ris flashed a strike wide.
